BMD3ETON, N. J., July 81. — This

Vast throngs have besieged the 
West Jersey railroad station all day seek- 
ing information of friends.

The list of dead as now revised foots up 


forty-three and the injured number forty- 
three but it is possible ithat there are more 
bodies under the debris in the pond be- 
ki;io the wreck. The work of the rescuers 
was continued throughout the night. En- 
gisuer Fair's body was taken out early 
this morning, he had been pinned down 
by the chest and had apparently met in- 
stant death. Many of tbe bodies taken 
out are so frightfully mangled as to be be- 
yond recognition.

J. Eustace, of Bridgeton, who was in 


tho fourth car from the engine and who 
was badly cut about the head, said the 
loof of the car peeled off and he climbed 
out at the top as soon as he recovered 
from the effect of the blow. 


Thomas Shlnn of Bridgeton was saved 


from death by but a few seconds. He was 
passing from the centre of the car that 
was struck to the rear and regards his es- 
eapei from death as a mracle. 


J.Ohl of Atlantic City was in the car 


that WM struck but gave his seat to a lady 


with a child and went to a rear car. This 
act of courtesy laved his life. 


A Doctor's Story of the tVrccb. 


Dr. Charles A. Smith, of Harrisburg, 


who w as near by when tbe awful crash 
occurred, tells a graphic story of the 
wreck. "It was an awful sight," said he, 
"only four or five bodies had been taken 
from the wreck when I arrived there. 


"The Reading engine struck the second 


coach of the excursion train with a force 
difficult to imagine. There was nothing 
left of the coach except a tangle of splin- 
ters mixed up with the bodies of men and 
women. Death had come instantly to 
most of them. 


Th» Wr«eh«c« Takes ljlr«. 


"The third coach did not receive the 


full impact of the blow, but it was ripped 
up badly and lay overturned with one 
side torn off. The engine and baggage 
car of the excursion train were unharmed. 
Tbe wreckage caught fire from the wreck 
of the Reading engine but the flames 
were soon extinguished; though I could 
not tell whether any of the victims bad 
been horned to death. 


"I saw one little fellow laid out on the 


bank with his clothes burned off. 
But he 


might have been dead before the flame* 
reached him. It seemed as if almost every 
victim pulled from tbe wreck bad been 
killed at the instant of the collision. Tbe 
sights all about me were heartbreaking.'' 


Kohn Penters, who was on the West 


Jersey train and jumped, said "the trains 
were crossing tbe meadows at a terrific 
rate and it seemed almost as if they were 
racing to catch the switch. So far as I 
could see the red light in the signal 
tower was up blacking the Reading 
train."

Andrew Todd, 83, whose home is on 


Beacon street, was taken to Boston Thurs- 
day morning by Deputy United States 
Marshal James Waters to answer the 
charge of larceny of mail matter, a serious 
offense. 
The alleged crime was com- 


mit ted at Newport, Vt., some months ago. 


Deputy Waters was in this city some 


time ago and was inquiring about Todd. 
He asked tbe police if the man's home 
was here and they happened to know that 
jt was. He then told the officers that be 
had a warrant for bis arrest and would 
like to hear from them if he put in an 
appearance in this city. Todd was out of 
town at the time of the deputy's visit. A 
Jew days ago Todd returned and the 
police notified Mr. Waters. They were 
immediately instructed to arrest bim and 
Captain Parrow did the job. The deputy 
was informed that his man was in custody 
and he came on for him by next train. He 
did not give any particulars about the 
stealing that Todd is accused of and the 
local officers know nothing about the 
crime. They simply co-operated with the 
United States officers. 


Todd has a wife and several children 


living on Beacon Street, who find it hard 
to get along. The city is assisting them 
and Captain Parrow went to their home 
Thursday evening to see if they were in 
immediate need. He found them in a 
somewhat comfortable situation, but Mrs. 
Todd was much annoyed over the unfor- 
tunate circumstances in which her hus- 
band is placed. Her married life has not 
been very free from cares. The officers 
made a fruitless visit to her home some 
weeks post. 


USEFUL ARTICLES. 


Two Iron Cases far the Storage of Papers 


and Books. 


The North Adams savings bank placed 


in one of the upper rooms of the building 
Thursday two iron cases for the storage of 
old books and papers, of which the bank 
has a large accumulation. One of the 
cases contains ninety-nine small drawers 
and will be used for the storage of bank 
books that have been surrendered. The 
bank has a large number of these, some 
of which date back to 1848. In the center 
of this case is one drawer which locks 
with a key, and the locking of this drawer 
locks all the others.

A NEW THEORY ABOUT THE PURITY OF 


WATER. 


80 much is said during the summer 


•Jnonths about the purity and impurity of 
our drinking water, and its part in breed- 
ing disease, that we feel sure our readers 
will feel an interest in a very remarkable 
view of a great scientist on pur* water, Ije 
Msuming that what we*call Impure water 


Is tbe least dangerous. Tha Troy Times 
speaks of the matter as follows: 


"No doubt bacteriology Is a wondtrful 


science, and its study hat bad the result 
of henefltting mankind in various ways. 
But the conclusions reached by bacteriol- 
ogists are somewhat confusing neverthe- 
less. For years the doctrine has prevailed 
that drinking water as pure as can possi- 
ble be obtained is essential to health; but 
now a famous bacteriologist comes out 
with a statement that la likely to mix ns 
all up. This scientist is Professor Bay 
Lankoster ot London, and he has recently 
told the people of that city that if they 
wish to avoid cholera, typhoid and other 
diseases they should driok 'good, rich 
Thanes water, neither boiled norflltered.' 


"Professor Lankester bases hi* remark- 


able theory on the reasoning that river 
water is fairly reeking with microbes of 
nil kinds, and that these prey upon one 
another and so give the human organism 
a chance, while the purest water known 
contains the typhoid or the cholera germ, 
which flourishes unmolested, and which, 
when introduced into the human system, 
has the Held entirely to itself. In other 
words, he argues that the harmless bac- 
teria in polluted water destroy the dreaded 
microbes of disease. But, notwithstand- 
ing Professor Lankester's pronuncia- 
mento, the world will go on boiling and 
filtering its water and endeavoring to 
avoid tho use of that which is impure. 
If the English bacteriologists theory Is 
confirmed by other investigators, it la 
possible that foul water will become pop- 
ular for drinking purposes, but until then 
It will not be extensively used by the 
careful." 


A mammoth new hotel to be completed

Cheap Land, Machinery and Increased 


Production Reeponelble. 


It is nu inten sting circumstance that 


at a time whon the silveritea are at- 
tempting to convince the formers of 
this country that the low prices of grain 
havo been caused by the gold standard 
tho people of England are celebrating 
the jubileo or fiftieth anniversary of tho 
repeal of the corn laws. That repeal 
took the tariff off grain and gave the 
people of Eughtud cheaper food, though 
for a time it was prejudicial to the 
farming class. Bnt the statesman of 
England eaw that it was better that the 
people should be fed than that one class 
of producers should receive exorbitant 
prices for thrir grain. It was the repeal 
of the com laws that lowered the price 
of English wheat, for the English 
farmer could not compete with, the 
product of the new and cheap wheat 
land! of (he United States. He was 
therefore obliged to abandon to a great 
extent the cultivation of wheat and nee 
his lauds for grazing, cattle and sheep 
raising and in other ways that would 
pay better. 


From 1840 to 1860 the English 


farmers felt and suffered from the com- 
petition of the farmers of New England 
and of the middle states. From 1860 
until 1885 the f armors of the New Eng- 
land and middle states in like manner 
suffered from the competition of the 
farmers of Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa and Minne- 
sota, 'who could raiae still cheaper 
wheat. They in tarn are suffering from 
the competition of the rich wheat lands 
of the Dakotaa and tho great northwest, 
where one man with the aid of ma- 
chinery oan do the work of ten under 
the old system. And not only do they 
have the competition of our own lands, 
but also the competition of Argentina, 
India, Australia, Russia and Siberia, 
where wheat lands to an enormous ex- 
tent have been opened to cultivation. 


Take Argentina, for instance. 
In 


1889 the entire product of wheat wag 
only 11,350,000 bushels. Last year it 
was over BO, 000,000, of which 60,000,- 
000 wa§ exported. Now it is tho export- 
Able surplus of grain that fixes the price, 
and that is settled in Liverpool, and 
the American farmer can only obtain 
the Liverpool price for his wheat, Ices 
the coat of transportation thither. In 
(hat market he comes iu competition 
with all the world, and he must be sat- 
isfied with the price there or he must 
qnit raising whuat. Cheap lands, ma- 
chinery mid improvement in transporta- 
tion facilities have lessened the coat of 
wheat growing the world over, and it 
consequently must be sold for low prices. 
The American farmers uinat do as their 
English brethren commenced to do GO 
years ago—LUvtsnsify thoir industries. 


Let them not think that the money 


standard is the cause of the low prices. 
It is not, nor will any change in it do 
them any gocd.—Chicago Times-Her- 
ald. 


Monometallism. 


No person who has any knowledge of 


noiiey or of its history would expect to 
sec any gold, unless iu the hands of 
brokers, after enactment of "free coin- 
age of silver by the United States at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting for the 
aid or co-operation of any other nation.'' 
He knows as certainly that he would 
not as he knows that summer will be 
here at the usual season next year. 
There will be nothing but silver; and if 
this will not be monometallism—silver 
monometallism—what are you to call 
it?—Portland Oregonian.

Good Kxauiple In 1893. 


It becomes from time to time my offi- 


cial duty to sign bonds issued by the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts for 
loans of money. Some of these bonds 
read, "Interest and principal payable in 
gold coin." Borne of these bonds have 
no such provision. Why is it? It is be- 
cause, in the first place, the legislature, 
in authorizing some of these great loans 
for tbe abolition of grade crossings, for 
tho metropolitan water system and for 
such other important matters as the 
suppression of tbe gypsy moth, has seen 
fit in its acts to specify that they be 
paid in gold coin. In those cases these 
bonds bear that provision, and yet that 
is wholly unnecessary. If not a word 
was said about the payment in gold 
coin of any loan that the commonwealth 
of Massachusetts makes they would 
still be payable, principal and interest, 
in gold coin, because by section 67 of 
chapter 16 it is provided that the inter- 
est and principal of all scrip or bonds 
of the commonwealth are payable and 
when due shall be paid in gold coin or 
ite equivalent. That is a general act 
covering all issues of bonds by the com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, and when 
was that act passed? Was it in a time 
of greut prosperity, when it seemed easy 
to meet such obligations in gold? No, 
gentlemen. The commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts, 
through its 
legislature, 


placed that act upon its statute books 
in the dark and dubious days of 1869. 
That is the way in which the credit of 
this commonwealth has been maintained 
as the foremost among all her sister 
states, and the equal well nigh of may 
civilized community or aggregation of 
men anywhere in the world.—Speech of 
Governor Wolcott of Massaohnsetts.

Found at Pompeii. 


At a meeting of tbe Hellenic society re- 


cently a paper was read by Mr. Talfonrd 
Ely on newly discovered paintings at Pom- 
peii. The paper was illustrated by photo- 
graphs which were handed round for in- 
spection. The paintings described were of 
various degrees of merit, some of them be- 
ing clearly copies of older originals coming 
from a Hellenic source. 


Among the subjects were the strangling 


of serpents by Hercules, who appears a 
stalwart hoy, much older than the tradi- 
tionally amrlbed ten months. There wa« 
also a pictorial representation of Hero and 
Leander, and of the desertion of Ariadne 
by Thesenn there were about SS examples 
at Heroulaneum. A beardless Zens also 
was found, of which instances are very 
rare, though occasional mention of such a 
form of representation is made In Pausanl- 
ae. There was one example of Perseus and 
Andromeda differing from the usual pres- 
entation of the latter as chained to a rock. 
The story of Ixion was curiously of rare 
occurrence in the remains of ancient art, 
but at Pompeii was found a picture of the 
discovery of Iilon by Dionytius, the head 
of the former being turned the wrong way. 


Many of the pictures represented differ- 
ent trades, and of these some were of a 
very commonplace aiid realistic character. 
In others tbe work was represented iu a 
more ideal fashion through the medium ot 
little Erotes, who were depicted as carrying 
on the trades of dyeing and fulling and 
in another instance in the act of coining 
money. The effect In tome coses was al- 
most comical, as ia pictures of oilmaking, 
of a wineshop and of gymnastlo perform- 
ances. — London Times.

Great Britain's Cheeklness. 


We English go our own war, so far a* 


We can see, with very little regard for any- 
body's susceptibilities, and we must Buffer 
other power* to go theirs, interfering only 
when the Injury become* serious enough 
to require something more dignified than 
shrill remonstrance. The other powers sus- 
pect us at least as hotly as we snspeot 
them, and with this extra, justification— 
that, a* they see quite clearly, onr power 
roaches everywhere, our broad road i* al- 
ways open, nnd though we protest that, ex- 
pect as regard* ships, we are it. feeble folk, 
yet whenever need arise* in Europe, Atla 
or Africa thoro are the troops ready to 
march forward, and, as a rule, executing 
their order* with the kind of precision that 
generals admire 


We are not Little Xnglandors by any 


means. On the contrary, we hold that the 
future of the world depends greatly upon 
the strength of the British empire and it* 
ability to take * leading part in control- 
ling and guiding Africa and Asia, but if 
we are to carry out such ideas as we are 
now carrying out In eastern Africa we 
must suffer the equal power* of Europe to 
carry out theirs. It la folly to claim cast 
Afrioa, as we are practically doing, from 
Alexandria to tho Cape and at the same 
time worry about Franco on the Niger or 
Russia in northern China and Mnzan- 
deran. 
\Ye fire getting into a position In 


which we seem to onr neighbors to Ho 
around Che world like the serpent of the 
Norse mythology, and than we are angry 
because they watch us jealously and try to 
do little enterprises on their own account. 


It is liko n quarrel among neighbor* 


about footpaths, and we cannot honegtly 
say that It is vre who display cither the 
patience or the fearlessness of the best 
caste, much less tho tranquillity of those 
who are sure Mike of their rights and of 
their power to enforce them. Fancy Great 
Britain on ono day summoning elkhs to 
garrison SUnkln and on the next scream- 
ing aloud because a Russian shlpowniug 
company has bought some swampy land 
at Chefu and stopped or not stopped 
tome English owners' access to the son.— 
London Spectator. 


Tho Hind riots of British Gallon. 


The rivers of Guiana are so surcharged 


vrlth nllnrlal that the sea for 60 miles 
from the coast is dark and turbid, and as 
the alluvial settles end the mud banks ere 
extended so the courlda bush moves for- 
ward, ever reclaiming the new foreshore 
and waging vrar with the incoming tide. 
Now and again in times of gale the rollers 
tear up tho matted roots and make a great 
gap in the natural fascines, but, though 
there may ho isolated defeats, the general 
tendency is thnt of victory for the land. 
Thus hare the mud flat* been formed, the 
deposit a hundred f«et or more in thick- 
ness—a wondrmmly rich soil for the sugar 
cane, a poor foundation for heavy build- 
ing*, but a perfect buffer during seismo- 
logical disturbances. 


Beyond the wind reefs come the forma- 


tions of primary and metamorphlc rocks, 
granitic rockn and ranges of sandstone 
mountains, rUIng by terrace* into an ele- 
vated tableland of savannah. Where the 
mud flats end the great belts Of forest be- 
gin, stretching for 180 mile* or more in- 
land and forming towering walls of tim- 
ber and foliage along the great waterways. 
Tbe river system Is on the grand scaJo pe- 
culiar to tropical America 
The country, 


in fact, 1* cut up Into innumerable Mats 
grouped about the courses of the largest 
streams, the Esseqnibo, the Demerarjv, the

The following manuscript came into 


nay hands about 60 years ago. My 
friend John Williams, the writer of It, 
was at my house on a visit I should 
rather cull him the friend of my father, 
as ho belonged to a generation previous 
to my own. He took a great fancy to 
me when I was a boy and often told 
me his story. One day, when he was in 
a peculiarly communicative mood, I 
persuaded him to write it ont, which he 
did, on condition that it was not to bo 
published during his lifetime.

It ii 
scarcely necessary for me to say that, 
after a lapse of 60 years, it was neces- 
sary to make a copy of it, as the origi- 
nal ink had faded very much. 


I, John Williams, had just completed 


ay 
college career, which had been 


neither better nor worse than that of 
thousands of others. A slow, plodding 
mind wag all that nature had given me 
within, and red hair, a freckled face 
and a rather ungainly figure were what 
she had bestowed upon me without. 
"John will never set the river afire," 
was what my father had once said of 
me. Dear, kind old wan, he did not 
know that I was within hearing dis- 
tance or he never would have said it 
But, although the remark was gall and 
wormwood to me at the tame, it spurred 
me on to exertion, and I made much 
better use of my time at college than I 
would otherwise have done. 


Mary Mercer, a daughter of a near 


neighbor and intimate friend of my 
father, had been my lifelong companion 
and friead. Wo were opposltes in every 
particular. She was beautiful, and I 
was as has been described. She was 
graceful, and I was not; bat, owing to 
onr secluded lives, we had been thrown 
much together, and her charitable dis- 
position had been acctuitomed to over- 
look many of my imperfections. An ad- 
miration amounting almost to worship 
had risen in my mind when I saw her 
after my four years' absence at college. 
I had left, her a sweet, attractive child,, 
and I found her on my return a woman 
Such as my fancy had never pictured. 
' Of course there conld be but one re- 
mit. If I had never been in love before, 
I certainly was now, and I was not long 
in making known to Mary my feelings. 
Mary's conduct on the occasion afforded 
the first instance In which I had known 
her to swerve in the least from what 
was the obvious truth. She was con- 
fused, blushed slightly and declared 
that I had taken her so ranch by sur- 
prise that she did not know what to 
say; she had never thought of me in 
that light, and I must really give her a 
little time to think tbe matter over. I 
knew at tbe time that Mary was fib- 
bing. 


No woman was ever born with one- 


half of her sense without finding ont snch 
things long before they were ever spoken 
to her. Bat there was no help for it 
She had the game in her own hands and 
evidently intended to play it to suit her- 
self. She asked for a week to consider 
the matter. I insisted that two days 
were enough, but she was resolute, and, 
with a wry face, I had to submit 


One stipulation was that I should not 


attempt to see her during that time. I 
though this was rather bard and said 
so, but she was even more positive than 
before, and I yielded with the best 
grace I conld. 


In order to give her no excuse for 


further delay I eet off the nest day to 
visit a college friend and staid at his 
house live days. It took a day to reach 
Ins house and a day to return. Thus the 
week passed away, slowly enough for 
me, and I am afraid my friend found 
me a dull companion. Promptly at tho 
end of the specified time I presented 
myself nt Mary's honse. 
To my dis- 


may I found it full of company. I had 
been thera only a few minutes when I 
learned that the friends had been then* 
ever ainco the dsy after I left I scanned 
Mary'* face, actions, manner and recep- 
tion, but conld make out nothing. She 
was kind and agreeable, but that bad 
been her ordinary manner, and no con- 
clusions conld be drawn therefrom. 


I found no opportunity to say a word 


to her in private nntil my visit was 
over. As I went to the front door on my 
way out to my horse, which was tied in 
front of the house, she came out on the 
porch with me, as had been her habit 
on previous occasions. As I bade her 
goodby I asked, us calmly as I eouM, 
though heaven knows my heart wc> 
beating so loud that I knew she murt 
bear it: 


"Well, Mary, what ii my fate to be?" 
"Really, John," she said, "you must 


give me ono day more, and 1 promise 
you to give you my final answer then 
The house hns been fullofcompimy and 
rov time has been so fully occupied that 
I have scarcely had time to sleep. Every 
night since yon were here I have gone 
to bed so weary that 1 went tc sleep RS 
soon as my head touched the pillow. 
.My mother has been sick, too, most of 
the time, and my hands have been full, 
I assure you." 


I s«pposo she must have teen my 


blank look of disappointment, for she 
added in her softest tones—and no voice 
could be softer than hers: "Come, John, 


j be a good boy now, and I will send yon 


my answer tomorrow by letter." 


And thus we parted. I went home

Atlantic City, N. J., July 31.— A ter- 


rible railroad catastrophe took place 
on the meadow* about ttroaiilat out of 
this city shortly after 0:30 o'clock last 
evening, resulting in the deaths of 
forty-two people, so far, and 
the 


wounding of eighty others. A train 
left here, consisting of seven oars, 
over the West Jersey railroad, bear- 
ing a special excursion of Red Men and 
their friends of Bridgeton, N. J., and 
Salem, and had reached the crossing 
of the Beading1 railroad when it was 
struck by the 5:40 down express from 
Philadelphia, demolishing two cars 
and telescoping the two following. 
The engine of the Beading train be- 
cama a total wreck, killing the engi- 
neer and fatally injuring the fireman, 
and the car behind it was also thr*wn 
from the track and many of its occu- 
pants killed or injured. The responsi- 
bility of the collision has not yet been 
placed, but William Thurlow, 
Uis 


operator at the block tower situated 
at the crossing, has been placed under 
arrest by order of the coroner. 


B»IUr Ezplodw U th» Wreck.; 


Leaving this city the tracks of the 


TVest Jersey road run parallel to those 
of the Camden & Atlantic until after 
they cross the drawbridge when they 
switch off to the south crossing the 
Reading road at an obtuse angle. 
John Greiner, the engineer of the 
West Jersey train, saw the Heading 
tram approaching the crossing at a 
swift speed, but as the signals were 
open for him to proceed on his way he 
continued. 
His engine had barely 


cleared the track of the Reading when 
the locomotire of the latter train, 
which left Philadelphia at 5:40 p. m., 
struck the first car full in the centre, 
throwing it far off the track into a 
nearby ditch and completely submerg- 
ing it. The second car of the West 
Jersey train was also carried into the 
ditch, the third and fourth cars being 
telescoped. The engine of the Bead- 
Ing train was thrown to the other side 
of the track carrying with it the first 
2oach. A few minutes after the colli- 
sion, to add to the horror of the situa- 
tion, the boiler of the Beading locomo- 
tive exploded, scalding several 
to 


ieath and casting its boiling spray 
over many of the injured passengers. 


A GTBMOWM Sight. 


Darkness fell quickly, and the work 


at rescuing the injured and taking out 
the dead bodies was oarried out under 
the lurid glare of huge bonfires. It was 
» gruesome sight presented to onlook- 
ers as the mangled and burnt forms 
of the dead were carried from tile 
wreckage which bound them and were 
laid side by side on the gravel bank 
near the traok vith no other pall 
than the few odd newspapers gathered 
from the passengers. The wounded 
were quickly gathered together and 
:arr1ed by train and wagon to the At- 
lantic City hospital, where six of them 
lied shortly after their arrival."

WORST STORM IN YEARS.

Springfield, O., July 31.—The storm
